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term heat sealed is not disclosed in the specifications and that 
the term may be used to encompass the teachings of Xing et al . (US 
Patent No. 6.284,406). Applicant respectfully disagrees with the 
examiner on both points. 

Firstly, the term heat sealed is made readily apparent from 
the teachings recited in the specifications. Commencing on Page 2, 
line 15, the Applicant recites that the prior art utilized bags 
with an open top that were later "heat sealed" . From this it is 
shown that "heat sealed" means that the forth peripheral edge was 
sealed in a manner wherein one layer is sealed or bonded to another 
layer.
